I Hoosier lawmakers will get a 
: recommendation from the In 
diana Higher Education Com 
mission for a 7 per cent hike iii 
student 
fees 
at 
four state- 
supported universities. 
The commission Friday ap­ 
proved the recommendations of 
its staff for an increase in 
operating funds of approximate­ 
ly 8.5 per cent for 1977-78 and 
8.2 per cent for 1978-79. These 
figures include not only the four 
large universities that would be 
affected by the tuition hike 
Indiana, Purdue, Ball State and 
Indiana 
State 
— 
but 
also 
Vincennes University and the 
Indiana Vocational Technical 
College. 
The recommended operating 
budget 
for 
the 
six 
state- 
supported universities and col­ 
leges is $463.5 million the first 
year of the next biennium and 
$501.7 million for the second 
year 
Also approved was a 
proposed repair, rehabilitation 
and land acquisition budget of 
$18.5 million for the next two 
years, and priorities for con­ 
struction, if any 
funds are 
available 
Before adopting the recom­ 
mendations, 
the 
commission 
listened to several hours of 
discussion At one point, Robert 
Thornberry, executive director 
of the Indiana Federation of 
Teachers, referred to an “elitist 
mentality" on the part of the 
commission 
because of 
the 
proposed hike 
The budget recommended by 
the commission assumes that 
the state would increase tax 
support of higher education by 
$25 million and student fees by 
$8 
million 
over 
1976-77. 
If 
adopted by the legislature, this 


would 
mean 
that 
Hoosier 
students would pay about $50 
more per year than they now 
are paying to attend the state 
universities The proposed in­ 
crease for out-of-state students 
would be about $150 per year. 
Thornberry said "we began 
in this state with the concept 
higher education ought to be 
free As a society, we have a

opportunities offered our citi­ 
zens in getting an education. It 
is a direct economic benefit to 
our state.” 
President John J. Pruis of 
Ball State University said the 
fee hikes would “make it more 
difficult for students of low 
income families to come to a 
university.”

A federal drug abuse commission is seriously 
considering the development of heroin centers, where 
addicts and users alike can go to satisfy their habit by 
paying whatever the charge for whatever the amount 
of herion. They would walk into this rehabilitation 
center and get what they want and get out. And the 
com m ission that drew the plan offered only one main 
reason for their establishment. To lower the crim e 
rate in the major cities. 
True, much of the crim e in the large cities today is 
caused by the herion addict who must steal to satisfy 
his habit. But it would seem the proper way to deal 
with the herion addict would be to cure his addiction, 
not provide him a source 
Of course, the idea behind the plan is to rehabilitate 
those who are addicted, and decrease the crime rate 
by providing a place for addicts to purchase the drug. 
They, are, however, going about it the wrong way. 
As it stands right now, addicts already have a place 
to purchase their drugs—their local pusher. The 
reason the crim e rate is so high is because they are 
trying to get money to buy from these suppliers. What 
is to keep them from stealing to get money to pay for 
the drug if it is distributed in clinics? They are of­ 
fering, in the plan, an open arena for purchasing the 
drug, but not an answer for the problem, because, 
unless they offer it free to anyone and everyone, they 
are not solving anything 
If that be the case, they are condoning drug ad­ 
diction. 
Clinics should be established These clinic should 
offer the heroin addict a release other than the 
satisfaction of his habit. They should offer him a 
chance to clean him self of the dreadful drug In that 
manner they will save lives.

economist sees “room for compromise” 
next year when the Carter administration is 
expected to seek higher farm supports from 
a Democratic controlled Congress. 
Don Paarlberg, chief economist at the 
Agriculture 
Department, 
said 
in 
a n 
interview 
the 
changeover 
to 
the 
new 
administration may not bring the kind of 
hitter 
farm 
policy 
controversies 
which 
followed 
the 
last 
time 
a 
Democratic 
president replaced a Republican in January. 
1961. 
Paarlberg, 
now 
64, 
was 
among 
the 
Eisenhower administration appointees who 
moved out when the John F. Kennedy team 
took over after winning the i960 election 
The economist, who was raised on an 
Indiana farm and later taught agricultural 
economics at Purdue, had served eight 
years as an aide to former Agriculture 
Secretary Era T Benson and as a White 
House 
assistant 
and 
Food 
for 
Pace 
coordinator 
Now, preparing to move out again after a 
second eight year stint in the Agriculture 
Department. Paarlberg said farm policy 
issues “are more muted now" than 16 years 
ago. 
‘‘The confrontations on farm policy in 
recent years have not been as sharp as they 
were in the 1950s," he said 
Kennedy’s election was followed by bitter 
congressional battles over an attempt to 
propose drastic changes in farm control and 
support policy 
But this time, although 
C arter’s farm campaign s t a t e m e n t s 


criticized COP programs and called for 
stronger government action to protect and 
stabilize farm prices, Paarlberg insisted the 
issues are easier to settle than in the past. 
"If President Ford had won, he would 
have agreed to some increases in price 
supports. Probably the Democrats will wan 
more.., but I think there is room for 
c o m p r o m i s e 
w i t h o u t 
ideological 
offensiveness to either side,” Paarlberg 
said. 
The economist is a longtime advocate of 
the 
"m arket 
oriented" 
farm 
program 
philosophy presse 
by his former boss and 
Purdue 
teacher, 
former 
Secretary 
of 
Agriculture Earl L. Butz, which maintains 
that market supply demand forces should be 
allowed to work as freely as possible to 
influence farm production decisions 
Parlberg conceded that supports under 
Butz had been far below the actual market 
levels and "don’t provide much support.” 
"But the very critical danger for the 
future would be if we priced commodities 
out of m arkets (by setting high supports* 
and overstimulated production That wouldi 
put us right back into the trap -of farm 
surpluses)," Paarlberg said. 


"Another danger would be that tight fisted 
people would be unwilling to provide any 
safeguards for farmers ... but there is room 
for compromise and I hope we don’t go back 
next year to the kind of confrontations we 
had in past decades." the veteran economist 
said. 
Paarlberg said he intended to return to 
teaching at Purdue after Jan 20 He said he 
had planned the move for personal reasons, 
regardless of the outcome of the election

Of course, all information storage banks 
don’t contain quotations but one of the most 
successful, System Development Corp

ago 
for 
scholars, 
writers, 
government 
agencies and business firms 
SIK' is a firm with $100 million a year in 
sales that began its career as an Air Force 
"think tank" doing contract work to help 
develop high warfare technology It was a 
sort of captive company receiving contracts 
from the Air Force on a non-competitive

In 1966. the Air Force decided to put the 
contracts for this work up for competitive 
bidding, so the SDC team had to either quit

ATLANTA (UPI) — Heart pacemakers 
have come a long way in 20 years. 
Those little electronic gadgets implanted 
under the skin were first used in the late 
1950s to effective prolong the lives of 
persons with very slow heartbeats. 
The newer pacemakers are much smaller, 
use less current and the batteries that 
furnish the electricity last for a much longer 
time. 
The 
power 
savings 
are 
realized 
because some pacemakers ran now be 
programmed to use less energy when the 
heart is at rest 
The subject of pacemakers came up for 
considerable discussion at the 42nd annual 
scientific assembly of the American College 
of Chest Physicians recently in Atlanta And 
although there is no question in the medical 
community as to their value in prolonging 
life, they nevertheless are the subject of 
controversy. 
Dr. William J. Mandel of Los Angeles, 
who served on a panel of pacemaker experts 
at 
the 
assembly, said 
the controversy 
centers on whether the gadgets should 
be 
used to prevent heart problems or whether 
they should be implanted only when there is 
a clear-cut case of a patient suffering from 
the Stokes-dams Syndrome, or slow heart 
beat. 
"T here’s a 
lot of controversy," said 
Mandel, of the UCLA School of Medicine and 
the Cedars-Sinai Medical Center in Los 
Angeles "But it probably will be clarified in 
the next couple of years. There are several 
studies being made." 
Mandel said more than 100,000 Americans, 
most of them over 70. now have pacemakers 


helping their hearts. Pacemaker technology 
has so improved, some doctors say, that 
they outlast the patients they serve. 
The pacemakers cost 
anywhere from 
$1,000 for mercury powered units, which 
must have new batteries after about two 
years, up to $6,000 for those operating on 
nuclear power. 
Although nuclear pacemaker power units 
may last more than IO years. Mandel said 
problems arose with their use, such as one 
requirement, now cancelled, that patients 
using them must register with the Atomic 
Energy Commission 
The newest pacemakers coming into wide 
medical acceptance use lithium batteries 
which Mandel said will last from five to IO 
years. The longer battery life means that a 
heart patient no longer needs surgery every 
two years for the implantation of new 
batteries. 
"Lithium is a real breakthrough,” said 
Mandel "The demand for theo is exceeding 
the ability to supply They are reliable and 
they last longer.” 
Mandel said pacemakers vary in size from 
that of a silver dollar to about the size of a 
a fist. Most are surgically implanted under 
the skin but some are attached to the chest 
wall. A conductive wire from the battery is 
attached to the heart and helps it maintain a 
regular beat. 
Early pacemaker users complained that 
outside electrical current, such as one might 
encounter by walking under a neon sign, 
interfered with the operation of their units. 
But

said the newer 
units are 
shielded from such interference and that is 
no longer a problem ,^, M

The court recorder told the judge, " I’ve 
never taken down testimony from a bird

Raymond "Arizona Bill" G ard­ 
ner was placed in an unm arked 
grave in 1940 
That m istake 
was corrected Thursday, and 
Arizona Bill was reburied in the 
Ft 
Sam 
Houston 
National 
Cmetory 
"He- had a great love for his 
country,” 
said 
George 
W. 
Miller, a retired sergeant who 
spent 
three 
decades 
finding 
G ardner's Civil War discharge 
papers 
"He alw ays said when he 
passed aw ay, he hoped they 
would 
give 
him 
a 
m ilitary 
funeral " 
An A rm y rifle team fired 
three volleys above Gardner's 
flag-draped coffin and a bugler 
played taps in commemoration 


of his exploits as a scout for 
Gens. George Crook, Nelson 
Miles and George Custer 
Two deteriorated solid brass 
bugles, w hich w ere used as 
handles on G ardner’s original 
coffin, were buried with him — 
along with a ring given to him 
by a Sioux chief who adopted 
him after he was kidnaped by 
Indians at the age of I 
According to Miller, G ardner 
escaped from the Indians at 
age 15, joined the Union Army 
and served as a courier for 
Gen. Ulysses S. G rant in the 
Civil War 


L ate r he w as an ad v an ce 
scout with Custer s 7th Cavalry 
and served in the infantry. He
